Your next example is of ſeh jada ho co mand: Athaliah 
to be ſlaine, The very bare reading of the Hiſtory anfwers 
you ſufficiently, Athaliah was an »/arp:y of the Crowne, 
which by right belonged to ſoa, which was hid fix yeercs 
from her cruelty, After /ehojads the Hi:h-Pricit, 1oafd's 
Uncle and Tutor with the Captaines and Hundreds, with 
the Levites and chiefe Fathers of Ifracl, had brought forth 
Toafh, and put on him the Crowne, an declarrd him ay ; 
then by authority of loaſ6 the King thus ſeared in his 
throne, [ehojada cauſed ſlay that bloudy uſurper of the Ki 
dome A baliab. So this was done by the authority of the 
King. Now nothing can be gathered from this, but 1
